Cory Keeny (Kaw) was 
the runner-up , finishing ahead of Ty 
Davis (Kaw). Kyle Lewis (Yam) topped 
Mike Healey (Hon) and Parsons in the 
250cc Pro division. 


John Dowd (Yam) and Kevin Windham 
(Kaw) scored the 250 and 125cc Pro class 
wins, respectively, at the second round 
of the Florida Winter AMA МХ Series at 
the Florida Motorsports Complex in 
Ocala, Florida, January 8-9. Dowd won 
both 250cc motos, while Windham 
shared moto wins in the 125cc class with 
Tim Ferry (Hon), who ended up fifth 
overall. Ferry also finished second over- 
all in the 250cc class, while Jim Neese 
(Kaw), Chad Pederson (Yam) and Jeff 
Curry (Kaw) rounded out the top five. 
Not only did Dowd win the 250cc class, 
he also finished second to Windham in 
the 125cc division. Mike Brown (Kaw) 
finished third, followed by Barry 
Carsten (Suz) and Ferry. Ricky 
Carmichael (Kaw) topped the 85cc (14- 
15) and Super Mini classes. 


Jimmy Gaddis (Kaw), Mike Jones (Suz) 
and Doug Dubach (Yam) were the top 
Pro class finishers at AMA ProLite 
National Arenacross Series round at the 
Cow Palace in San Francisco, California, 
January 7-8.

With the Dakar '94 Rally one-half com- 
pleted on Wednesday, January 5, and 
the riders taking a scheduled day off 
before returning from Dakar, Senegal, to 
the start/finish in Paris, France, Italian 
Edi Orioli (Cag) had secured the overall 
lead. Spain's Jordi Arcarons (Cag) held 
down second while countryman Carlos 
Mas (Cag), who earlier held the overall 
lead, was third. Spaniard Paolo Gallar- 
do and Russia's A. Nifontov (Cag) 
rounded out the top five. Frenchman 
Jean-Christophe Wagner slipped from 
fourth overall to eighth place when he 
suffered a high-speed crash in the sand. 
The rally has been marred by the death 
of Belgian Michel Sansen, who crashed 
on January 5, when the riders were 
heading to the start of a transfer section. 
Sansen lost control when he hit a strip of 
sand that crossed the paved road. The 
rally began its return stint on Friday, 
January 8, with the second half of the 
race expected to be even more challeng- 
ing than the first. 


Dirt tracker Davey Camlin and bike 
owner/tuner Skip Eaken have reached 
an agreement for the upcoming AMA 
Grand National Championship Series. 
"Unfortunately, we haven't been able to 
secure a major sponsor yet, but we're 
still planning on going racing," said 
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Camlin. “My father is going to loan us 
our '93 race bike to use as a spare, and 
we're going to use Skip's bike as the 
main racer." According to Camlin, the 
team plans to contest the season-open- 
ing Daytona Short Track and the follow- 
ing west coast stint in California before 
evaluating their results and deciding 
whether to complete the series. 


Ohian Scott Stump, the 1989 Camel Pro 
Rookie of the Year, will contest the 1994 
AMA Grand National Championship 
Series aboard the M&M Racing Honda 
RS750s owned and tuned by Mike 
Morr. “1 finished out the last few races 
of ‘93 aboard Mike's bikes, and I'm real- 
ly excited to be racing them in '94 as 
well," said Stump. "This will be my 
year; I'm more motivated than ever. I 
have a personal trainer to help me pre- 
pare for Daytona. So far, I've lost 28 
pounds, and I still have five more to go. 
People are gonna die when they see me 
at Daytona." 


Vance & Hines Performance Products 
co-owner and renowned engine builder, 
Byron Hines, was called a hero by the 
Los Angeles County sheriff's deputies 
after saving a man's life on January 6.

I'll kind of miss the glamour of the team, 
but on the other hand I look forward to 
becoming involved, support-wise, with 
other race teams. This position will 
allow TBR to establish a broader cus- 
tomer base instead of being limited to 
Honda products." In addition, Two 
Brothers Racing has moved to a new 
location at 1842 Windsor Lane, Santa 
Ana, CA 92705. The new phone number

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hat a difference a few 
months make. After 
testing each of our 
250cc MXers on an 
individual basis, our 
testing staff gathered 
for several days of 
high-flying, bar-bang- 
ing, tank-slapping 
action aboard all five of 
the contenders in back- 
to-back fashion at a 
variety of MX tracks in 
the southern California 
area. Shane Trittler's Castaic Supercross 
Park in Castaic provided the high-flying 
portions of our shootout, while Joel 
Smith’s Glen Helen Raceway in San 
Bernardino, and the Continental Moto- 
sports Club Sunrise Valley Raceway in 
Adelanto produced most of the bar 
banging and tank slapping. 

As usual, each our testers arrived on 
day one of our evaluation with a set of 
preconceived impressions. After all, we 
had all ridden the bikes on an individ- 
ual basis, so shouldn’t we know which 
ones we liked best? To our surprise, 
however, riding each of the machines 
back to back made it even harder to 
choose our favorites. As seems the case 
with each and every passing year, mod- 
ern motocross machines continue to get 
better and better, making it harder and 
harder to make a cut-and-dried decision 
about which machine is “best.” This 
year, we found the Honda CR250, 
Kawasaki КХ250, KTM 250SX, Suzuki 
RM250 and Yamaha YZ250 so closely 
matched, that each of us came away 
with different choices - not only about 
which bikes were the best overall per- 
formers, but also about which bikes 
worked best in different conditions. 


BUT FIRST, SOME THANKS FOR 
OUR “SPONSORS” 


Since receiving them from their 
respective manufacturers, we had spent 
considerable time aboard each of the 
five bikes before our shootout. In order 
to assure that every machine was up to 
its full potential before our comparison, 
each was returned to its respective fac- 
tory to be completely refurbished. A 
special thanks to Honda's Eric Crippa 
and Bob Olman, Kawasaki's Joe Wilson, 
KTM's Tom Moen, Suzuki's Chuck 
Welch and Yamaha's Ed Scheidler and 
Don Dudeck for making our babies new 
again. 

In order to make the transition from 
machine to machine easier, we fitted 
each of the motorcycles with Answer 
Products' Pro Taper Handlebars in the 
Honda High bend. In addition to giving 
each machine a similar feel in the con- 
trols department, the Pro Taper bars 
provided a smoother, more comfortable 
ride than the steel OEM units, and were 
far more resistant to crash damage. (The 
KTM comes stock with Renthal alu- 
minum bars, but we elected to replace 
them with the Pro Tapers for the sake of 
consistency.) Thank you to Answer's 
David Kaiser for outfitting each of our 
bikes. 

And last, but certainly not least, we 
must express our gratitude to Russ 
Wageman's Pit Pro Cycle Service and 
Accessories. Wageman and his box van 
full of parts can be found at many 
southern California tracks on open prac- 
tice days, offering a selection of parts 
and services to those in need. Needless, 
to say, we were in need on several occa- 
sions. Wageman fixed our flat tires on 
several occasions in the blink of an eye. 
Thanks, Russ.

“ve never ridden five motocrossers 
that worked so well, yet performed so 
differently. For most riders, each of 
these bikes is capable of winning in 
stock form, and even pros will reguire 
minimal modifications. But does this 
mean that all five motorcycles are per- 
fect? Far from it. Each has its strong 
points and its weak areas, and not all 
riders would be happy on all five bikes. 
Hence, outlining the personalities and 
characteristics of each machine should 
take precedence over choosing one 
undisputed winner. Still, this is a 
shootout, and it’s our job to rate the 
bikes. So here are my choices, but more 
importantly, why I’ve made them. 


For the second year in a row, I like 
the KX250 best. This year, though, my 
choice was much easier than in ‘93. 
Kawasaski got it just right, providing 
the best combination of suspension, 
handling and motor. Some of the other 
bikes are stronger in certain areas, but 
none of them offers such a polished 
package. 

The motor on the KX may not be the 
best in its class, but it’s not far off the 
mark. It features a broad spread of 
power that starts down low and contin- 
ues all the way up to the top end. On 
sandy tracks, the Kawie posesses the 
oomph to blast out of corners and quick- 
ly build up momentum, and it can be 
either revved or short-shifted on the 
straights. On supercross-style tracks, it 
has the snappy response needed to clear 
large obstacles. Not surprisingly, the 
Kawasaki's suspension is again near the 
top of its field. The fork and shock both 
do an admirable job of absorbing stut- 
ter-bumps, whoops and jumps, and the 
spring rates are right-on for my weight. 
Kawasaki altered the frame geometry 
this year, and the KX is much-improved 
in the handling department. It now 
rivals the Honda and Suzuki in corners, 
yet still retains some of its stability on 
fast tracks. Yes, it will occasionally 
shake its head, though the stellar sus- 
pension helps to minimize that trait. 
Both brakes are awesome, but the clutch 
is a little stiff and shifting could be 
smoother. 








Second place in my book goes to the 
Yamaha, which like the Kawasaki, 
offers a well-balanced package that 
doesn’t stand alone in any one area. 
The YZ’s suspension is on par with the 
KX, and Га be hard-pressed to decide 
which of the two is better. Apparently, 
Kayaba is simply a step ahead of the 
competition when it comes to building 
motocross suspension. The YZ's motor 
is strong but, in my opinion, not as ver- 
satile as the Kawasaki. With a strong- 
but-tractatable bottom end, the Yamaha 
works best on hard-packed tracks, 
whether they're of the outdoors or the 
supercross persuasion. Perhaps the 
only disadvantage of the tractable bot- 
tom end is that the Yamaha doesn't 
have the explosive hit that works so 
well on sand tracks. The mid-range and 
top-end power are both very impres- 
sive. Stability is still the YZ's strong 
point, but it can now corner almost as 
tightly as the quicker- 
handling bikes in its class. 
Yes, cornering does take 
more effort than on the 
Honda, but it was much 
better than in the past, 
and I never once got the 
Yamaha to shake its head 
or swap. Brakes are 
decent, but a notchy tran- 
ny is a flaw. 

Both Kit and Donn 
like the Honda best, and I 
must admit that it yet 
again has the best power- 
plant, but its suspension 
held it to third place on 
my tally-board. I actually 
had few complaints 
about the shock, and the 
Showa fork is worlds bet- 
ter than last year, but the 
springs on both ends are 
way too soft. We went 
one step stiffer on the 
coils, in order to even get 
a decent impression of 
how the units functioned, 
and I still bottomed the 
fork on harsh landings. 
Also, the front end tend- 
ed to deflect in some situ- 
ations. The motor, on the other hand, 
is simply flawless, with killer boost all 
the way across the board. Brakes are 
awesome and gear-changes are effort- 
less, but clutch pull is too stiff for my 
tastes. 

The KTM surprised all of us, espe- 
cially on supercross-style tracks. The SX 
motor features a broad spread of usable 
power, which hooks up well and trans- 
lates into rapid forward motion. The WP 
suspension does a good job of handling 
jump landings and rounded-off obsta- 
cles, but delivers a jarring shock to the 
rider's wrists over square-edged bumps. 
Handling leans toward the stable side, 
but tight cornering is not out of the 
question. The new Brembo brakes are 
surprisingly strong, but shifting requires 
a concentrated effort. 

The Suzuki comes in last, which I 
wasn't expecting. Its main fault is a 
motor with very little bottom-end. Mid- 
range is abundant, but comes on too 
abruptly, and more basement would 
provide a smoother transition. The 
Showa suspension units function better 
than the Honda's, with spring rates 
that are closer to the mark, but fork 
action paled in comparison to the KX 
and YZ. The RM is a quick-handling 
machine, with strong brakes, easy 
clutch pull and a buttery-smooth trans- 
mission. 

So there you have it, the Jonnum list 
for how the quarter-liters rate. The 
Kawasaki once again comes out on top, 





for the simple reason that it does nearly 
everything right, and nothing wrong. 
None of the other contenders can make 
this claim.

Age: 32 
Height/weight: 6'1"/160 
Specialty: Off-road /MX 
Skill level: A / Vet Intermediate 


went with the Honda last year 

because of its awesome powerplant, 

top-of-the-line ergonomics and over- 

all good handling. The suspension, 

however, left room for improvements, 

but what the Honda might've lacked 
in the suspension department was more 
than made up for everywhere else. 

This year, I again have to tip my hat 
to the Honda CR250, pretty much for 
the same reasons. But, I must admit, it 
was an extremely tough choice between 
it and the Kawasaki and Yamaha. As far 
as I'm concerned, the Honda is the easi- 
est to ride fast and for a longer period of 
time. You just can't help but go fast on 
the Honda, and a lot of this is due to its 
astounding motor. A slight crack of the 
throttle and the Honda responds with a 
strong burst of power, but not so strong 
as to rip the handlebars out of your 
hands. As you click through the gears, 
the Honda continues to pull hard but in 
a gradual and leisurely kind-of-way. 
The powerband is extremely smooth 
and there's never a lack of power along 
the way. 

We rode all of the bikes at a variety 
of tracks and the Honda's powerplant 
seemed to work best whether on super- 
cross ог “outdoor” motocross tracks. As 
far as I'm concerned, this motor is as 
close to perfect as you're ever going to 
get. 

An added plus is that the Honda is 
very tractable. The rear wheel hooks up 
nicely on either hard-packed or loamy 
dirt surfaces. The transmission also 
shifts smoothly, but is perhaps not quite 
as nimble as the Suzuki's awesome tran- 
ny. 
The Honda also fits my six-foot, one- 
inch frame like a well-used glove. This 
made the Honda simple to flick around 
over the jumps and on the ground. The 
Honda also retains its reputation as an 
excellent turner. 

For the umpteenth year in a row, I 
wasn't exactly thrilled about the 
Honda's suspension. It's definitely 
good, but for me it still doesn't inspire 
confidence as much as the Yamaha and 
Kawasaki. I never really felt totally cer- 
tain as to what the Honda was going to 
do while charging down a rough, high- 
speed straight. Sometimes the Honda 
would track straight as an arrow; other 
times, the back-end would sneak in a 
hardy kick or swap. At least the Honda 
would always recover, usually on its 
own accord. At slower speeds, the 
Honda's suspension works just fine. It's 
just the high-speed stuff that gets a little 
scary. 
As always, I loved the Honda’s con- 
trols - levers, handlebars, grips, foot- 
pegs, seat, etc. The levers are within 
easy reach; they're narrow and both 
sides have light pull; the grips are sano; 
the footpegs are located right where 
they should be, and the seat isn't too 
narrow and the padding is just right. 
Mmwaa! 

Choosing the runner-up was my 
toughest decision - picking between the 
Yamaha and Kawasaki. Last year T 
chose the Kawasaki as number two and 
the Yamaha number three, but this year 
the order is reversed. I liked the less- 
explosive hit on the new Yamaha and I 
definitely approve of Yamaha's decision 











to lower the suspension travel at both 
ends. For me, these two changes made 
the YZ easier to ride than last year’s 
machine. 

Okay, so the Yamaha might not hit as 
hard off the bottom compared to the 
Honda or Kawasaki, but that doesn’t 
mean it doesn’t have enough oomph 
down low. Unquestionably, it has 
enough grunt to get the job done. The 
mellower hit makes the Yamaha easier 
and less tiring to ride. It also seems to 
have an extremely wide spread of 
power; I felt as though I didn’t have to 
shift the Yamaha as much as the others. 

The Yamaha clearly feels lower (seat 
height) than the others, and I liked that 
a lot. I felt I could maneuver the bike 
around better, especially over the 
whoops and through the turns. For me, 
the Yamaha cornered extremely well 
and, combined with the tamer engine, I 
could exit the turns cleanly and quickly. 

Despite having slightly less travel, 
the YZ lost nothing in the way of sus- 
pension performance. Already regarded 
as one of the best-suspended bikes in 
the business, the Yamaha, in my opin- 
ion, still leads the way. The bike is very 
stable in the rough and lands well off 
the big jumps. 

To me, the Yamaha isn’t a finesse 
bike. It instead likes to have the throttle 
held wide open through the rough stuff 
and let the suspension do all the work. It 
might bounce around a little, but it 
rarely gets so out of control that you 
have to back off on the throttle. Some- 
times, though, the back end kicked a lit- 
tle higher than the other bikes while 
under hard braking. 

There are a few things I didn’t like 
about the Yamaha, though. The front 
brake wasn’t as precise as some of the 
others; the clutch lever felt mushy; the 
bike sounded “rattier” and overall just 
felt more “used-up” than the others, 
even though it hadn’t racked up any- 
more track time. 

The Kawasaki is real nice, too. The 
motor feels very similar to that of the 
Honda and is hard to fault. I rate it 
somewhere between the Honda and 
Yamaha's engines as far as overall 
power and usability is concerned. It 
makes decent bottom-end power and 
pulls well through the gears. 

The Kawasaki's suspension is good, 
especially the fork which in my opinion 
is the best of the group, and slightly bet- 
ter than that of the Yamaha. But for 
some reason that I couldn't pinpoint, the 
Kawasaki just felt a bit more “bouncy” 
and "busier" than the Yamaha; in other 
words, I just didn't quite feel as comfort- 
able or in control on the Kawasaki as I 
did on the Yamaha. I also thought the 
Yamaha turned and jumped better than 
the Kawasaki. 

I did, however, like the Kawasaki's 
brakes and the controls better than those 
of the Yamaha. 

Running a close fourth to the 
Kawasaki was the Suzuki, but I did 
have a hard time rating it above the 
KTM. The very first time I rode the 
Suzuki I liked it a lot, but since then I've 
come to like it less and less. First of all, 
the motor is extremely powerful, almost 
too much so. It hits extremely hard and, 
in my opinion, if you're not an Expert- 
or at least an Intermediate-class rider, 
the Suzuki might not be for you. There's 
just not enough bottom end to cushion 
the blow of the hard-hitting midrange. 
As a result, the Suzuki isn't an easy 
motorcycle to ride. Combined with its 
explosive hit and extremely quick han- 
dling, the Suzuki is a handful. These 
qualities make it seem more suited to 
supercross than motocross. 

But even though the Suzuki might be 





tricky to ride, there's no denying that 
sheer horsepower is a bonus; sometimes 
it takes just a little getting used. I feel 
that if I owned this motorcycle, I would, 
in time, learn to take advantage of the 
Suzuki's explosive power. For now, 
though, I'd sooner hop on the Honda, 
Yamaha or Kawasaki. 

The new fork works extremely well 
on the hard impacts, but I didn't like the 
feel so much over the smaller bumps, 
especially at speed. Overall, the front 
end felt harsh. 

The Suzuki does handle well, as long 
as it's ridden aggressively. The RM 
won't put up with sloppy technique or 
lazy input by the rider. It's a full-race 
bike and demands to be treated like one. 
In my opinion, only a few riders will be 
able to ride the Suzuki even close to its 
full potential, and those who can will be 
rewarded with many trophies. 

I enjoyed riding the KTM, but I 
couldn't come to terms with its suspen- 
sion. 

The motor has excellent bottom-end 
and continues to pull well through the 
gears. Power-wise, it doesn't give any- 
thing away to the other bikes but, unfor- 
tunately, much of that power is lost 
because the back wheel spends a lot of 
time in the air. When it comes to the 
smaller square-edged bumps, the KTM 
bounces around more than 1 liked. Over 
the big rolling whoops and landing off 
big skyscraper jumps, though, the KTM 
worked fine, but over the small stuff... 

Other than that, I liked the KTM a 
lot. The motor is good, it handles well, 
and the brakes are awesome. Some of 
the other testers complained of the 
KTM's controls, saying that the levers 
require too far a reach, but with my long 
fingers, I had no problem with this. In 
fact, I liked the long reach, especially on 
the front brake. 

The KTM has excellent ergonomics 
and is easy to adapt to. 

Overall, all five of these bikes are 
excellent. They all have their good and 
not-so-good points - mostly good. It just 
so happens that I consistently felt more 
comfortable on the Honda than the rest.

Specialty: Motocross 
Skill level: Intermediate 


won't dilly dally or beat around the 

bush. For the second year in a row, I 

liked the Honda CR250 best - but this 

year it was a much tougher decision 

for me to make. While I felt the most 

at home aboard the CR, I felt equally 
as fast aboard the Yamaha YZ250, was 
quite fond of the KTM 2505Х, loved the 
handling of the KX250 and was enter- 
tained by the Suzuki RM250’s power- 
band. 

So why-did I pick the Honda? The 
CR250 has the best motor, period. Its 
power starts down low and pulls up 
through the powerband with an almost- 
electric feel. There are no flat spots and 
the motor can be both chugged or 
revved - either way, the Honda keeps on 
pulling. 

Suspension-wise, I feel that the 
Honda performs admirably. While a few 
of the other testers felt that the bike 
wasn't up to par with the others, I feel 
that the ‘94 model is the best-handling 
CR250 in years. I'll agree that both the 
front and rear suspenders are set up a 
bit soft in stock condition, but some 
fine-tuning can please most riders. The 
optional stiffer springs work wonders. 

Ergonomically, the CR can’t be beat. 
Everything just feels right on the 
Honda, be it the levers, footpegs, grips,

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shifter or seat. 

Everything is 

well thought out, 

and the bike is as comfortable to maneu- 
ver on as it is easy to work on. 

The Honda wins. 

Though I didn't write a favorable 
review in our original YZ250 test, I have 
been able to spend a considerable 
amount of time on the Yamaha and 
have grown to like the machine in cer- 
tain conditions. I still stand by my earli- 
er opinion that the YZ feels slow on 
sandy or loamy tracks where an instant 
burst of horsepower is needed. The YZ 
is anything but hard-hitting or explo- 
sive. Instead, it delivers what may very 
well be the most-tractable power in the 
field. On tracks where traction is limit- 
ed, the YZ is pure magic. One thing that 
repeatedly irritated me about the YZ, 
however, was the exhaust note that it 
emitted. The bike sounds raspy and 
worn out, adding to the illusion that the 
motor is slow. 

Suspension-wise, I didn't favor the 
Yamaha's shortened-travel suspension 
earlier in the year, but just as I came to 
accept the motor, I have grown accus- 
tomed to the YZ's Kayaba suspenders. 
On fast, choppy tracks, the Yamaha is 
perhaps the most confidence-inspiring 
machine of the bunch, and in tighter 
sections it still manages to hold its 
own. 

Ergonomically, the Yamaha doesn't 


really suit me. The bike feels low and 
long in comparison to the others, and I 
never felt quite as comfortable while 
riding the YZ. I did, however, feel that I 
could turn in lap times that were com- 
parable to those that I cut aboard the 
Honda, but it required more effort and 
concentration on my part. 

The Yamaha is a close second. 

Picking my third-favorite bike was 
the hardest of all. The Kawasaki KX250 
and the KTM 250SX were equally 
matched in my eyes. The Kawasaki is 
one of the best, if not the best, handling 
bikes of the bunch. The Kayaba units 
did an admirable job of soaking up 
everything thrown their way in a pre- 
dictable, forgiving manner. Though the 
‘94 model is hardly as stable as past

models have been, the newest KX is 
graced with the ability to finally carve 
an inside line with little effort. 

While I loved the way the Kawasaki 
handled, there was something about the 
motor that didn't agree with me. The 
powerband is much more violent than it 
has been in the past few years. Though 
it worked quite well at the supercross 
tracks, the motor's hard-hitting power 
proved to be a handful on some of the 
rougher courses. The KX likes to be rid- 
den hard, and doesn't agree with a 
calmer riding style. 

The KTM on the other hand, has a 
smooth, yet strong, type of power that 
starts pulling way down low and pulls 
well through the middle of the power- 
band before signing off on top. To me,

the KTM felt like a Honda with more 
low end, but less up on top. The 250SX 
worked equally as well on both the sta- 
dium and outdoor style tracks that we 
rode. 

As far as the KTM's WP suspension 
goes, I must admit that I was quite sur- 
prised. On other KTMs that we have 
ridden this year, the WP suspension 
has either been way too soft, or stiff 
and harsh. Thankfully, the 250's sus- 
penders deliver performance that is the 
perfect blend between the two 
extremes. The 250SX never swapped or 
kicked uncontrollably, and I never 
managed to bottom either end. The 
fork did seem to glance off square- 
edged bumps, but in most cases, I was 
able to avoid hitting them altogether, 
thanks to the motor's torquey, wheelie- 
friendly power. 

For me, choosing between the two 
machines was tough. So tough, in fact, 
that I had to resort to my local telephone 
book. Flipping through the pages of the 
“motorcycle dealers” section revealed 
five Kawasaki dealers and only one 
KTM/Husqvarna/ АТК/ Рисан dealer- 
ship. For me, the Kawasaki would be 
the bike of choice, but for someone with 
a good KTM delaer nearby, the Katoom 
would certainly be the way to go. 

The Kawasaki is third; the KTM 
fourth. 

Last is usually a bad thing, but not in 
this case. Really! Let's just refer to it as 
fifth. The Suzuki RM250 is an awesome 
machine in the hands of the right rider. 
The motor delivers a kick-in-the-butt 
type of power, one that I’m not ashamed 
to admit is too radical for me. Though 
Suzuki has mellowed out the RM250 for 





^94, the bike still hits hard and fast, and 
has the handling characteristics to 
match. 

In '94, the RM250 has what Suzuki 
describes as an "outdoor ratio" linkage 
system out back, replacing the "stadium 
ratio" linkage of the past few years. I 
will admit that the bike feels a bit calmer 
than it has in the past, but the fact is that 
the RM250 is still best suited for the 
high-flying, fast action of supercross. 
While I felt awesome aboard the RM at 
Castaic, I felt like an absolute beginner 
on the same bike at Glen Helen and 
Sunrise. On fast tracks, especially rough 
ones, the RM is a handful. The new 
Showa Twin Air Chamber (sealed car- 
tidge) forks felt fine, but the rear end 
repeatedly kicked and swapped over 
square-edged obstacles. 

The Suzuki RM250 may be the right 
bike for some, it's just not the bike for 
me.

Specialty: Motocross 
Skill level: Vet Novice 


rom the moment I threw a leg over 

the Kawasaki KX250, I was in love. 

As a matter of fact, the other testers 

had to pry my hands off the bars in 

order to get me to try the other four 
motorcycles. 

The Kawasaki's Kayaba suspension 
is the best, period. The fork and shock 
soak up everything in their path - big or 
little - and everything about the 
Kawasaki's handling was in my 
eyes...perfect. 











I owned my first motorcycle when I 
was 10 years old, and in the years since 
have owned no less than 12 different 
motorcycles. If there’s one thing that 
I've learned, it's that I'd much rather 
have a good-handling bike than one that 
is super-fast. The Kawasaki, though, 
seems to have it all. The power delivery 
of the Kawasaki is smooth, yet strong, 
and it's very easy to ride. 

All in all, everything about the 
KX250 felt perfect. Excellent power, han- 
dling, brakes, ergonomics and suspen- 
sion combine to make it what I consider 
the best 250 MXer of 1994. 

I liked the Honda second-best. What 
can 1 say about the CR250 motor? It's 
awesome! No other bike pulls as hard, 
or as smoothly as the CR. 

To me, everything about the Honda 
was great except the suspension. The 
bike bottomed easily and the forks felt 
harsh on sharp-edged bumps. The 
Honda also had plenty of headshake on 
fast, choppy straights. Scary. 

Otherwise, the ergonomics, brakes 
and attention to detail were first class. If 
Honda can dial in their suspension and 
eliminate their infamous headshake, the 
CR250 would be king. Maybe next year. 

I was, perhaps, the most impressed 
with the KTM 250SX. It was easy to ride, 
and the motor had great bottom-end 
power with a decent run of mid-range 
power. 

The WP suspension worked well, but 
tended to pack up over multiple sharp- 
edged bumps, but I’m sure that’s a 
problem that can be eliminated with 
some fine-tuning. I would pick the KTM 
as the most versatile bike of the bunch - 
the do-everything motorcycle. 

The Yamaha YZ250 goes plenty fast 
and hooks up well, but for some reason 
it still feels slow. Maybe it’s because the 
motor sounds like an old chain saw. 

The YZ250 handled and jumped well, 
but both ends tended to bottom too easi- 
ly. A stiffer set of fork and shock springs 
would help. 

Ergonomics on the YZ felt small, and 
I felt as if I was sitting “in” the bike, 
rather than “on” it. Overall, I felt that 
the YZ250 was good, but not great. 

I think that the Suzuki RM250 is best 
suited for a fast intermediate or pro 
rider. For me, it was the hardest bike of 
the five to ride. The powerband was 
narrow and violent, and the bike felt 
much like a super-fast 125. You have to 
watch your every move on the RM; if 
you don't, you'll be on your face. 

The Suzuki handles fairly well, but I 
never felt comfortable enough on the 
bike to really push it. The ergonomics 
are strange; the bars feel too low and the 
seat feels much too high. 

I think that the Suzuki would be 
good for a certain type of rider, but I just 
don't happen to be that type. 


THE BIG PICTURE 


As expected, it was impossible for all 
of our test riders to come to a mutual 
agreement on how the bikes rated. With 
such close competition, picking favorites 
ultimately came down to personal pref- 
erence. When making your choice, be 
sure to consider things such as which 
brands are carried by your favorite bike 
shop, contingencies awarded at your 
local track, what bike your friends ride, 
and of course, where you can get the 
best deal. 

Still, we'd no doubt be accused of 
copping out if we failed to pick one 
overall winner, so we devised a point 
system and averaged each of our tester's 
choices. The Honda came out on top, 
followed extremely closely by the 
Kawaski and the Yamaha, with KTM 
and Suzuki rounding out the field. єч

GAINESVILLE, FL, JAN. 1-2 
T eam Suzuki's Ezra Lusk topped the 





125cc Pro division, and Team Boye- 

sen/Yamaha/Penske rider John 
Dowd once again became the man to 
beat in the 250cc Pro ranks in the open- 
ing round of the Florida Winter AMA 
Motocross Series at Gatorback Cycle 
Park. 

In the 125cc Pro class, the 
Suzuki/Fox/Renthal/Bel-Ray/ 
D.I.D/CTi/Scott/Dunlop/Bell/Troy 
Lee Designs-backed Lusk dueled with 





Mike Brown, Jim Neese and Dowd 
before sweeping both motos. 

“The first moto was the toughest. The 
track was muddy from overnight rain, 
my goggles were trashed by the fifth lap 
and it was hard to see,” said Lusk, a for- 
mer Florida Winter National Olympics 
and Winter AMA champion. 

For the Yamaha/Boyesen/Penske/ 
Scott/ AXO/Twin Air/Renthal/Acer- 
bis /DF/Ceet/100%/Karcher/Dun- 
lop/MMF/ Apico/D.I.D-sponsored 
Dowd, the opening round win marked a 
comeback. 

"Since winning the 1991 250cc series

championship, I missed 992 with a bro- 
ken leg and then ‘93 with surgery to 
have the pins removed,” Dowd said. “It 
feels great to be winning here again.” 

Dowd scored the overall victory in 
the 250cc Pro class after sharing moto 
wins with Team Suzuki's Brian Swink. 

The AMA-sanctioned, World Sports- 
promoted 24th edition of the series 
attracted 724 riders from 27 states, 
Canada, Belgium, Ireland and South 
Africa. 

The 125cc Pro action started with 
Florida rookie Paul Currie leading Mike 
Brown, Ezra Lusk, Carl Vaillancourt, 











Jim Chester and Scott Sheak. Brown 
reeled in Currie on lap two and paced 
the moto with Lusk in tow. At the 
halfway mark, Brown remained in the 
lead followed by Lusk, Chester, Vaillan- 
court and Japanese National Champion 
Ron Tichenor. Lusk finally made a pass 
for the lead on the eighth lap and led 
Brown to the checkered flag for the first- 
moto victory. 

“1 tried to pass Brown early, but he 
roosted me, and I was out of goggles," 
Lusk said. "I paced myself and waited 
for him to make a mistake, but he never 
414..1 made a quick charge and caught 
him in the lappers for the win." 

Currie, Tichenor and Sheak rounded 
out the top five. 

Brown rocketed from the gate in 
moto two to lead Lusk, Tichenor, Dowd, 
Currie, Sheak, Tim Ferry and Joel Den- 
gler. That order would remain until lap 
six when Tichenor dropped out with a 
broken chain. Lusk again passed Brown 
late in the moto. Dowd also passed 
Brown to move into second on lap 10 
and began to pull closer to Lusk. 

“Т was closing on Lusk, but then he 
picked up the pace. He must have been 
saving something," Dowd said after- 
ward. 

Lusk had the moto under control and 
scored the sweep for the overall win, 
followed by Dowd, Brown, Ferry and 
Sheak. 

The 250cc Pro action opened with Jeff 
Curry taking the first-lap lead ahead of 
Dowd, Jim Neese, Robbie Skaggs, Brian 
Carroll, Sheak, Dengler, Fred Andrews 








and Ferry. Curry would drop out on lap 
two, allowing Neese to build an eight- 
second lead over Dowd before disaster 
struck. 

“I was knee-deep in lappers, moved 
inside one and high-sided over a berm,” 
Neese said. “The engine stalled and 
Dowd passed me as I was kicking it.” 

Neese recovered in time to salvage 

second place ahead of Ferry, Swink and 
Andrews, but Dowd took the first-moto 
win. 
In moto two, Dowd and Swink both 
got out of the first turn clean with 
Curry, Vaillancourt, Brown, Keith John- 
son, Ferry and Alan Andreu in the lead 
pack. Dowd led the first three laps 
before Swink took the point away, but 
Swink was only able to control the race 
for another three laps before Dowd 
roared back to reclaim the lead on lap 
seven. Shortly thereafter, the exhaust 
tone of Dowd’s Yamaha changed dra- 
matically. 

“My silencer fell off,” Dowd said. 
“The bike didn't lose that much power, 
' but I was afraid that it would seize." 

“The noise was so loud that I 
couldn’t hear my own motor. I was glad 
to finally get by him (Dowd),” Swink 
said. 

Swink went on to the second-moto 
win, but Dowd was able to hang on for 
second to claim the overall class win. 
Curry, Brown and Ferry rounded out 
the top five. 

A Winter/AMA legend returned in 
the form of JoJo Keller, a former cham- 
pion and one of the most remembered 
riders in the history of the series. Keller 
joined Andreu, Earl May and Jon Ortner 
at the front of the Vet Pro class, but it 
was Andreu who took the first-moto 
win after passing May. 

“I didn't take practice in the mud so 
it took me a while to set up Earl for the 
pass,” Andreu said. 

The second moto produced a two- 
man battle between Andreu and May, 
which culminated in a drag race to the 
finish. Andreu bagged the overall with 
the second-moto win over May. Keller 
finished 3-4 on the day for fourth overall 
behind Ortner. 

“Everyone knows that I never arrive 
in Florida in shape,” said Keller, who 
rarely arrives anywhere in shape. “Give 
me a week or two.” 

Riders excelling in the opening 
round with two class wins each were 
Kevin Windham, 125 and 250сс A;

GFI Invitational: Perris Raceway

PERRIS, CA, JAN. 2 
СЕ here's something about these 
Т: purse races that agrees 
with me,” said Team Yamaha’s 
Jeff Emig after winning the 4th Annual 
GFI Invitational Supercross at Perris 
Raceway and winning the $5000 win- 
ner's share. 

Emig, the 1992 AMA 125cc National 
MX Champion, also walked away with 
the suitcase filled with $5000 cash at last 
year's event. "That makes $10,000 for 
two races," said Emig. 

He joined over 600 amateur racers that 
came out to enjoy a chance to race, and 
watch some of the nation's top supercross 
racers on a professionally prepared 
supercross course. Each class competed in 
one 20-minute main event. In the Pro 
class divisions, the 250s ran first, then 40 
minutes later, the 125s took to the track. 

In addition to the racing, a Yamaha- 
sponsored charity barbecue was held in 
the pits. Some of the stars helping out in 
the feeding frenzy were former Super- 
cross Champions Rick Johnson and 
David Bailey, as well as five-time 500cc 
MX World Champion Roger DeCoster. 
The barbecue raised nearly $600 for the 
Children's Hospital.

Those who lined up for the start of 
the 250cc feature included factory team 
racers Steve Lamson, Mike Craig, Phil 
Lawrence and, of course, Emig. Also 
joining in on the action was former 
Team Suzuki rider Jeff Matiasevich, 
now riding an NCY-sponsored Yama- 
ha. "I bought this bike with my own 
money from North County Yamaha; 
they give me a discount on parts," said 
Matiasevich. 

Lawrence started things off by nail- 
ing the holeshot ahead of Emig, Lamson 
and Craig. As the leaders approached 
the first double jump, Lawrence came 
up a few feet short and cased-it on the 
second jump. "The bike was bogging 
really bad," said Lawrence. "With the 
bike running this way, it was unsafe to 
continue." 

Lawrence's departure from the race 
gave Matiasevich the lead, but his reign 
at the top only lasted a short distance. 
On the next lap, Matiasevich also 
crashed when landing off a step-jump. 

"The forks were a little soft during 
practice, so we added oil," said Matiase- 
vich. "But then the forks began 
hydraulic locking, so when I landed 
from the step-up, I just washed out and 
crashed.” 

The crash dropped Matiasevich out 
of the top five and handed over the 
lead to Emig, with Lamson now run- 
ning second. 

Emig had much better luck out in 
front than either Lawrence or Matiase- 
vich by maintaining the lead. Lamson 
stayed within striking distance of Emig 
throughout the first half of the race but 
as the moto wore on Lamson began to 
lose ground to the factory Yamaha pilot. 














Craig ran third for most of the race 
until suddenly pulling off the track. 
According to Craig's new tuner, Brian 
Lunniss, “He hurt his tail bone during a 
practice session a week ago. It started to 
hurt so instead of risking further injury 
we decided to pull him out.” 

Taking advantage of Craig's misfor- 
tune was Team SplitFire's Ryan Hughes, 
who settled into the third-place position. 

Matiasevich, meanwhile, was on the 
move after his earlier crash. He had 
soon moved up into fourth after passing 
Honda of Troy’s Erik Kehoe. 

“Tt took a little while to catch back up 
but once I caught those guys they were 
easy to pass,” said Matiasevich. 

Once into fourth, there was too much 
distance between him and third-place 
Hughes to advance any further. 

Emig whipped his Yamaha over the 
finish line double jump to take the 
checkered flag going away. Lamson set- 
tled for second followed by Hughes, 
Matiasevich, Team Noleen/Sizzler/ 
Xtreme/Yamaha's Larry Brooks and 
Kehoe. 

“I didn’t say too much but I’ve been 
really sick all week,” said Emig after- 
wards. “But once I got going I felt 
smooth and everything just worked per- 
fectly.” 

Hughes was the iron man of the day. 
He came off the track after the 250cc 
race and 40 minutes later was back at it 
again in the 125cc feature. He grabbed 
the lead from Bader Manneh on the first 
lap, then lead the next six laps of the 
125cc main event before getting passed 
by a very determined Damon Huffman 
of Team Suzuki. 

“I sprained my ankle in practice so I 
sat out the 250s,” said Huffman. “I think 
Ryan might've gotten tired because he 
bobbled and landed into the face of the 
second jump over a small double, so I 
just jumped by him.” 

From that point on, it was Huffman 
all the way, as he styled to the victory. 
Hughes kept Huffman in sight the 
remainder of the race but never came 
close enough to mount a serious chal- 
lenge. 

Honda of Troy’s Craig Decker and 
Team NCY’s Donald Upton banged bars 
all race long with Decker eventually

You might think it’s tough to win a championship, but if you 
want to experience real pressure, try predicting the champion before the season even 
starts, and then publish your pick for all the world to see. It’s no mean feat, as evi- 
denced by our 0-2 record over the past two years. Yes, we predicted Damon Brad- 
shaw would take the title in ‘92 and ‘93, but he has since retired, and while we'll 
miss him, at least he won't be able to let us down again. In any event, here’s what 
the point standings will look like after the final round in Las Vegas, according to the 
Cycle News crystal ball. 


#1 Jeremy McGrath - Team Honda 
Murrieta, California 
Betting on the defending champ may seem 
like A cop-out, but the fact is, we'd be crazy to do any- 
se. “Showtime” has set new standards for the

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ES Harada the 1993 250cc 
World Champion, in his debut season in 
Grand Prix racing. Anyone who 
watched the cheerful young Japanese 
star out-wit Loris Capirossi in the final 
GP of the year in Jarama, Spain, couldn't 
fail to realize that here was one of the 
most astute riders of modern times at 
work. His dash and daring had turned 
the established order of 250cc GP racing 
on its head, and turned Yamaha's modi- 
fied version of its TZ250 production 
racer into one of the most unexpected 
champions of recent years. 

Unexpected, because with so much of 
their corporate effort, and budget, 
expended on the high-profile 500cc 
class, Yamaha's attempt to regain the 
250cc world title - which they last won 
in 1990 (also against the odds) with the 
YZR250 and John Kocinski - was a true 
underdog challenge to the might of 
Honda and Aprilia. Heavily outnum- 
bered by the seven works NSR250 Hon- 
das and almost as many factory-backed 
Aprilias, the trio of TZ250M Yamahas 
ridden by Jochen Schmid and Pier- 
Francesco Chili for the German Mitsui 
and Italian Valesi teams, respectively, 
(with newcomer Harada almost 
imposed on the Telkor-backed Italians 
as an afterthought - the price of getting 
factory Yamaha backing), weren't con-

bike, had given some clue to his poten- 
tial, which was confirmed by his explo- 
sive start to the '93 season when he out- 
rode none other than John Kocinski to 
snatch victory in the first GP of the sea- 
son in Australia. Though his run of 
three wins and two second places in the 
first seven races was eventually diluted 
by two sixth-place finishes on fast tracks 
in Austria and Germany, where the 
Yamaha was outpowered by the Hon- 
das, Harada seemed set to be a runaway 
World Champion. Then he was injured 
at Donington Park, through no fault of 
his own, when another rider fell off in 
front of him. True grit gained him cru- 
cial points in the next race in Czechoslo- 
vakia, and though he crashed again at 
Misano - probably by riding too hard 
while still injured, in an effort to stem 
Capirossi's charge - he out-thought the 
Italian to win at Jarama and take the 
title, in a nerve-wracking finale to the 
season. 

The chance to ride Harada's title- 
winning TZ250M at Yamaha's Fukuroi 
test track put the scale of his achieve- 
ment into perspective. Having previous- 
ly sampled the works Aprilias and a 
pair of factory NSR250 Hondas, I had a 
yardstick to compare the bike with. 
Frankly, it just doesn't match up - not 
because Yamaha couldn't deliver the

tricked-out version of their TZ250 pro- 
duction racer, with ensuing benefits for 
development of both their customer race 
bike and their street-legal race replicas 
in the ultra-competitive 250cc road mar- 
ket. 

In a way, the fact that they've man- 
aged to win the coveted world title 
while following this policy is not just 
icing on the cake, but implicit justifica- 
tion for adopting it in the first place. 
However, it also means that Harada is 
some kind of superman to win the 
World Championship in his first season 
of GP racing on a bike that is genuinely 
outpaced by the opposition - as the 
Hockenheim and Salzburg results con- 
firmed. 

So why didn't Yamaha simply con- 
tinue development of Kocinski's title- 
winning YZR250 V-twin, with its more 
direct spin-off benefits from the 500cc 
GP development program, rather than 
concentrate on the mirror-image TZ250? 
(The TZ250 has the left-hand cylinder of 
the single-crank, 90-degree, V-twin, 
crankcase reed-valve motor pointing 
upright and the right-hand one towards 
the ground, rather than the other way 
round on the YZR250) The reason, says 
Yamaha's 250cc GP development engi- 
neer Ichiroh Yoda, is because the com- 
pany wanted a direct link between the

hardware. This compromise entails a 
more bulky engine package than the 
YZR's compact design, resulting in a 
small weight penalty which helps the 
TZ250M to scale 4 pounds over the class 
limit at 213.4 pounds dry - a handicap 
Yamaha could almost resolve by using 
magnesium crankcases, instead of the 
production-based aluminium ones they 
employ, thereby saving 3.3 pounds. But 
this would mean having to change the 
crankcases more often to avoid reliabili- 
ty problems, says Yoda-san, in turn 
adding to costs in what is a strictly bud- 
geted operation. Hence, too, the deci- 
sion to tune the engine for midrange 
rather than high revs, so as to reduce 
component wear and hold costs down - 
a policy of direct relevance to the cus- 
tomer TZ250 racer. 

"But next year I think we'll need 
more revs," says Yoda, "to try for more 
top-end speed to keep pace with the 
Hondas and Aprilias. They are very 
fast!" 

Fast, yes, but not World Champions, 
eh, Ichiroh-san? After Yamaha terminat- 
ed the YZR250 project - and there were 
some off-hand hints that they might be 
thinking of reviving it, if necessary, to 
keep on the pace - they stayed in touch 
with the 250cc GP class by delivering M- 
type TZ racers to Giacomo Agostini's 


team in 1991, then to Jochen Schmid in 
‘92. These bikes only shared about 10% 
common parts with the YZR, says Yoda 
(and none at all with the new TZ125, in 
case you wondered - not even the proto- 
type that blitzed the Japanese 125cc title 
in 1993, though I bet the works cylinder 
would fit right on), but Harada's World 
Championship-winning bike was a 
direct development of Schmid's ‘92 bike, 
Which I rode a year ago at Hockenheim. 
That prepared me for the culture shock 
of riding a bike that, by comparison 
with its works Honda and Aprilia rivals, 
is all mid-range, has a relatively narrow 
power band and sudden power deliv- 
ery, with no real appetite for high revs. 

Set up a little rich on a sunny after- 
noon, after a cold start to the press-day 
activities, it might have been a little 
down on revs, but even so, the 13,100 
rpm, which was all that registered on 
the tach while negotiating Fukuroi's 
mile-long straight, were rather grudg- 
ingly delivered. Normal maximum 
over-rev is 13,500 rpm, says Yoda, but 
that's over 500 rpm less than the '93 
Hondas or the rotary-valve Aprilias, 
making the choice of internal ratios for 
the side-loading gearbox crucial at every 
circuit. Even so, this wouldn't be such a 
big a deal if there was more power low 
down but, just like Schmid's bike a year 
ago, the Yamaha won't really carburete 
below 8000 rpm, at which point every- 
thing starts to happen very suddenly as 
it begins to struggle onto the pipe. Then 
from 9000 rpm upwards, the engine 
takes off and builds revs very fast, up to 
the maximum power mark of 12,500 
rpm, at which point 89 hp is available at 
the gear sprocket, which is 3 hp or so 
more than last year. After that, the 
power delivery trails off, so the trick is 
to try to keep it motoring in that enve- 
lope of mid-range superpower, where 
the Yamaha does feel at least as strong 
as its rivals - but only there. 

This relatively narrow power band, 
by modern standards, means you have 
to. use the gearbox a lot. You end up 
coming to appreciate Yamaha's own 
speed-shifter that's fitted to the bike, 
enabling you to flat-change smoothly 
with the throttle wide open to save 
every precious rev you've managed to 
lay your hands on. That system is 
derived from the Tellert CTS design 
which Jochen Schmid introduced to GP 
racing last year on his TZM Yamaha, but 
this one has a smoother change, without 
the harshness of the CTS, with a variable 
cutout time for the ignition in every 
gear. Still, it doesn't like being used on 
either part-throttle or unless the 
engine's pulling at least 12,000 rpm, and 
isn't so clean in the lower gears. But 
then you have no business short-shifting 
the Yamaha in the first place - wide 
open, and with max revs in every gear is 
the only way to combat the lack of top- 
end power. 

At the other end of the scale, the 
Yamaha is surprisingly slow to come on 
strong. It feels as if the guillotine power 
valve has a rather steep operating curve, 
though this may be altered by fitting a 
different EPROM chip to the control 
box. The power valve is linked to the 
operating curve of the digital ignition, 
itself EPROM-adjustable, but there's no 
link to the throttle position of the 39mm 
flatslide Mikuni carbs, as there is on the 
NSR250 Honda, for example. It may be 
the absence of this link which is a factor 
in the rather sudden low-rpm delivery. 
However, those very trick and very 
expensive magnesium-body carbs, with 
their angled floatbowls to offer a dead- 
straight hit at the reed-valve boxes and 
inlet tract, have electronic powerjets 
whose timing can also be altered by

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EPROM chips. Unlike on the YZR, 
where both carbs face forward for 
improved ram air induction, only the 
front/lower cylinder's carb does so on 
the TZM, with the rear carb facing back- 
wards. However, the carefully devel- 
oped system of fairing ducts and car- 
bon-fiber trunking feeding cool air to 
the pair of sealed, pressurized airboxes - 
one for each carb, of course - which 
appeared at Hockenheim for the first 
time, was a key factor in keeping engine 
development on the boil, says Yoda-san, 
as well as delivering a top speed of 167.4 


mph when properly jetted; nearly five 
mph more than in ‘92. 

"The bikes we took to Jerez for the 
IRTA tests in February had the same 
specifications as the year before," he 
said, "but we had a constant supply of 
new parts all through the season, which 
allowed us to improve engine perfor- 
mance a lot. But the airbox system was 
the biggest help in keeping pace with 
our rivals, and allowing Harada-san to 
ride the bike to its maximum potential." 

So, if you strip away the implied crit- 
icism about the Yamaha's engine perfor- 


mance compared to its rivals, and focus 
on its strong points, this leaves you with 
a bike that has outstanding mid-range 
performance, with excellent torque 
between 9000-12,500 rpm. 

Right - so how to take advantage of 
this, bearing in mind that more and 
more circuits nowadays are slower 
rather than faster, making it a smart 
choice to tune the bike like this if you 
can't have it both ways? The TZM was a 
lot more of a top-end bike in 1991 than it 
is now, or was last year when Schmid 
started getting on the pace with it. 


Tetsuya Harada's World Championship- 
winning TZM250 features Yamaha's 90- 
degree V-twin 250cc powerplant in a twin- 
spar aluminum frame. After riding the 
TZM250, tester Alan Cathcart was more 
prone to praise Harada than Yamaha for 
winning the title. 


The solution is to tailor the chassis to 
suit the rider's every wish, allowing him 
to maximize cornering speeds and get the 
jump on the more powerful opposition 
that way. Ah, but what happens if you 
have riders with greatly contrasting styles 
and setups? Well, let's just say that Hara- 
da has lived with the TZM for some time, 
and that the development of the bike has 
inevitably been centered around his tastes 
and needs. For Chili, adapting to the 
Yamaha after riding the Aprilia must 
have been quite difficult. It's a bike on 
which he must have found it very hard to 
alter his tastes for a “scaled-down 500" in 
terms of chassis geometry and riding 
position - making his decision to become 
a team player and help Harada all he 
could in pursuit of the world title all the 
more pragmatic, as well as praiseworthy. 

The way Tetsuya has the TZM set up 
is quite unusual by modern GP stan- 
dards, reflecting his spirit of individuali- 
ty that was, perhaps, a key factor in 
enabling him to clinch the world title 
with this machine. He did it his way. 

“My set-up is based on the idea that 
if the turn-in is improved, rear traction 
out of turns will also be improved 
because the time needed to keep the 
machine leaned over becomes shorter," 
Harada explains. “So I have the bike set 
up in order to be able to take any line on 
the race track, and after that to get the 
necessary traction - | always want to be 
able to choose any riding line I want, 
especially in a battle with other riders in 
arace. Being able to vary my lines is the 
most important thing."

Yet watching Harada ina 
GP fight, taking completely different 
lines from the bevy of Hondas around 
him, confirms that this is a free-thinker's 
bike, set up to fulfill his every wish. 
Watch him ride up the outside of his 
rivals into a turn, go much deeper past 
the apex under braking, then square the 
corner off as he turns the bike very sud- 
denly, and uses the explosive mid-range 
power to shoot out of the corner with 
the power on sooner and harder than 
them on an inside line. Then you'll 
understand why the bike is set up this 
way. 

This means that, unlike most other 
modern 250cc-class GP racers, the 
Yamaha doesn't have a heavy front-end 
weight bias, nor a kicked-up rear ride 
height, nor a steep effective head angle. 
Instead, it has a near-50/50% weight 
distribution, aimed at maximizing trac- 
tion out of turns with the power hard 
on; a relatively low build which not only 
helps deliver impressive stability 
around fast sweepers ( like the extreme- 
ly demanding downhill left-hander at 
Fukuroi, which is like Donington's 
Craner Curves ог Jarama's Bugatti 
approach), but also makes it easy to flip 
from side to side in a chicane; and steer-

injection for many years - the YZR250 
first raced with it in Japanese champi- 
onship events back in 1989 - but Yoda 
says it's more likely this will appear first 
on the 500cc GP bike next season. But 
when the little bike does get it, the throt- 
tle response surely can’t be much better 
than it is at present. Twist the wrist out 
of turns, and those powerjets on the flat- 
slide Mikunis deliver vivid pickup, in 
spite of the big 39mm choke sizes. This, 
in turn, exposes the Ohlins-shocked rear 
suspension to a stiff exam, but for my 
second session, after they'd cranked up 
a bit more preload - okay, a lot more 
preload! - for my extra weight, it 
stopped bottoming out and gave a really 
controlled, progressive response that 
builds lots of confidence. 

The front Ohlins upside-down fork 
then needed the same treatment, patter- 
ing the front wheel around that long 
downhill sweeper as my extra body 
weight unduly compressed the forks 
under weight transfer. But, under the 
fantastic braking power of those twin 
Brembo carbon discs (shrouded to keep 
the operating temperature up so that 
even at the end of that long straight they 
still gave instant stopping power), allied 
with lots of sensitivity as I groped my 
way around some unfamiliar turns, the 
forks coped well. More to the point, the 
Yamaha was superbly stable under 
heavy braking thanks, presumably, to 
the 50/50 weight distribution. I tried to 
make it float the back wheel in the air, 
but it wouldn't. Obviously too much 
rider weight over the rear end... 

Riding Harada's World Champi- 
onship winner was one of the most 
instructive experiences I've had on a test 
track for some time. It proved that out- 
right engine power isn't everything, pro- 
vided you make the most of what you 
have; that the ability to spurn conven- 
tion and do it your own way, is the 
secret to individual success; that crafting 
the bike to suit the needs of a rider's per- 
haps unusual tastes and style is crucial; 
and that Tetsuya Harada is one hell of a 
rider - and a worthy World Champion.cn

thought I knew it all. 
Well, not really - but I did think 
that I was as fast as I'd ever get. After 
all, at 25, I’m not exactly a spring chick- 
en when it comes to racing motocross. 
And how does that saying go?...You 
can't teach an old dog new tricks. As far 
as my motocross skills were concerned, 
my learning curve had more than lev- 
eled off - it had fallen off the graph. All 
in all, I had pretty much given up on the 
idea of ever getting any faster, and had 
come to terms with my mediocrity - that 
is, until I met "Professor" Gary Bailey. 

I raised an eyebrow when I heard the 
news that Bailey's traveling MX school 
would visit a nearby track, and having 
recently reviewed his latest video, The 
Winning Edge, I was interested in at 
least meeting the man behind the cam- 
era. And who knew, maybe I'd even 
learn a thing or two. 

My heart sank, however, when I 
learned of the school's location - Star- 
west Supercross Park in Moreno Valley, 
California. Not that I didn't like Star- 
west, mind you, it's just that the numer- 
ous double jumps, tabletops and whoops 
didn't particularly agree with my better 
sense of judgement. Flashbacks of an 
extremely painful knee surgery came to 
mind each and every time I approached 
one of the aforementioned obstacles. If 
Bailey could help me overcome my fear 
of flight, it would be a miracle indeed. 

Instruction during the two-day 
School started at 9:00 a.m. sharp and ran 
well into the late afternoon. As a matter 
of fact, we found ourselves undressing 
and loading up in complete darkness on 
both days. 

Meeting Bailey for the first time was 
an odd experience. When I first traded 
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in my ATV for a motorcycle, my older 
brother gave me a Gary Bailey Riding 
Techniques book for Christmas. That, 
coupled with the many times I had 
heard and seen him in his videos, gave 
me the feeling that I already knew him 
well. To my surprise, the 62" giant-of- 
a-man was quite friendly. The National 
motocross star of the 60's makes you 
feel at ease immediately - there's no hint 
of any "better than thou" attitude from 
the Professor. I was disappointed, how- 
ever, that he didn't wear the white tuxe- 
do that he does in his ad. 

Day one began with a short lecture in 
which Bailey outlined his course objec- 
tives. "My goal is to help each of you 
gain confidence in your riding ability," 
said Bailey, who then went on to point 
out several common mistakes that most 
riders make. I won't go into those 
details, however. You'll have to attend 
one of Bailey's schools, yourself, to gain 
his knowledge. 

If there's anything that Professor Bai- 
ley must be declared the king of - it has 
to be making his students understand 
his point. Bailey is extremely animated, 
and goes to great lengths to make his 
students understand not only which 
techniques are better, but why they are 
better. On several occasions, we found 
ourselves rising from our seats, jumping 
up and down, and going through sever- 
al other motions that probably would 
have looked silly to a passer-by. Bailey 
exudes enthusiasm, and though our 
hearts yearned to be out on the track 
instead, it was easy to remain enter- 
tained while watching his eyes grow 
wide and his arms flail the air. 

After the "classroom" session, each 
student reported to Bailey's truck for a 
complete motorcycle evaluation. 
According to Bailey, proper motorcycle 
set-up is one of the most important fac-

tors in increasing your speed. Bailey sat 
on, bounced on, poked and prodded 
each machine, often making several 
adjustments in the process. I elected to 
tide our Honda CR250 test bike during 
the school, and Bailey immediately 
raised the brake pedal and adjusted the 
suspension. 

“There’s no reason to run your brake 
pedal so low,” he explained. “Look at 
Bradshaw’s; his is well above the foot- 
peg. This way, you'll use it only when 
you need it, and you'll gain a better feel 
for the brake action as well." The Profes- 
sor was right. For as long as I can 
remember, | had been an avid brake- 
dragger, and had come to rely too much 
on the rear binder. 

I must admit, however, that I was 
Skeptical about the adjustments that Bai- 
ley made to my front and rear suspen- 
sion. For those who don't know, I have 
the luxury of having a factory Kayaba 
engineer in the family, and when it 
comes to suspension set up - brother 
Ross is the king in my book. Bailey soft- 
ened up my front and rear suspension 
10 clicks from where I had it set. In good 
faith, I rode the first day of class with 
those settings, but secretly I re-adjusted 
them to their previous settings the next 
morning. Throughout day one, I bot- 
tomed out repeatedly, and on several 
Occasions found myself on the ragged 
edge because of the bike's unfamiliar 
handling characteristics. 

I wasn't the only rider who felt this 
way. After missing the first day of 
instruction, Dirt Rider Moto! editor Ken 
Faught showed up for day two eager 
and ready to learn. Before he took to the 
track for the short open practice session, 
Faught allowed Bailey to go over his 
machine and, like mine, Faught's Honda 
was softened up considerably. Within 
three laps, Faught cased on a double 
jump and promptly returned to the pits 
with a broken leg without even crash- 
ing. "I can't say for sure if the lack of 
compression caused it," said Faught. 
“But who knows? If Га had a little more 
compression in the shock this might not 
have happened." 

Sorry, Gary. 

On the track is where the fun really 
began. Bailey spent a good deal of time 
working on starts before progressing to 
other parts of the track. L, myself, have 
always been able to get good starts and 
snag my share of holeshots, but Bailey 
had a few tricks up his sleeve that 
improved my technique considerably. I 
never knew that there was that much 
going on when the gate dropped. 

From there, we worked through the 
first turn and on to the rest of the 
course. In each section, Bailey would 
explain the proper body positioning, 
throttle and brake application, and 
would watch éach student negotiate 
each section before explaining their 
strong and weak points. Bailey also 
fired up his Kawasaki KX250 in each 
section and demonstrated the proper 
technique. Watching Bailey was pure 
joy. At 50, Bailey isn't exactly a young- 
ster, but he rides with such precision 
and control that you'd never know it. 

One particular section in which Bai- 
ley truly amazed me was the super- 
cross-style rockers. At the beginning of 
the day, I was jumping two-whoops 
deep into the section before double-dou- 
ble-doubling my way through. Bailey 
attacked the section by tripling into the 
whoops, and later in the day even pro- 
ceeded to jump four deep. After explain- 
ing his technique and urging us on, 
nearly all of the class was duplicating 
his three-deep method, myself included. 
Bailey pushes you to test your limits, 
but not in an overbearing manner.

Feroce Sportswear / ВегНеу Cycles-backed Mike 
Jones won three of four Pro main events at 
rounds six and seven of the Action Sports 
Indoor Motocross Series in the Huntington Civic 
Center.

DeHoop took advantage of Jones's miscues to 
reel him in. Buehl got knocked off the track and 
fell out of the top 10. Mark Musselman, Strunk, 
Hand and Lawson took advantage of Buehl's 
misfortune as they battled for fifth. Lough and 
Eickel were running alone in the third and 
fourth spots, respectively - positions they 
would hold to the finish. DeHoop caught Jones 
but was unable to make a pass stick as the two 
longtime rivals dueled to gain the upper hand 
in the turns. Jones was able to hold onto the top 
spot and grab his second win of the night. 
DeHoop finished in second ahead of Lough and 
Eickel. 

Jones came back on Sunday to finish second 
behind Chuck Reed in the 125cc main but was 
able to post another win in the 250cc main.

I am stumped, 
hough judging from how things are 
boing on the track, it doesn't appear 
hat I'm the most stumped guy at 
Daytona on this day. 

The Daytona 200 is 82 days away 
ps I watch, and if I were a betting 

an I would bet that Miguel 
DuHamel need not worry about 
pmuggling the winner's trophy back 
o Canada at this point, eh. I would 
Also bet that the Harley will not be 
pn the starting grid when the race 
starts, not because - as some might 
ear - it won't be able to qualify for 
he 80-rider field, or will be bring- 
ng up the rear of the Harley 
parade, or an appeal to field a sec- 
bnd rider with a pickup truck will 
be denied, but because Harley- 
Davidson, true to their word, will 
ot introduce the VR-1000 until it 
an complete more than three laps 
bf a race track without the aid of a 
ом rope. 

I am not the only doubter at the 
rack this crisp December day. In the 
prandstands is a fellow motorhead 

ho has brought a radio to monitor 
he chatter of various track person- 
el. "He's not going to make it," an 
hnonymous voice says as DuHamel 
hoes out late in the afternoon. He 

akes one lap and pits, making a 
iar out of the disembodied voice, 
hough not for long. Soon after- 

ards he returns to the track on the 
emi-faired, very secret Harley. 
He'll be back," the voice with no- 
ame says and, sure enough, he 
omes to a coasting halt in front of a 
our van in the West End Horseshoe. 
nside the van, one can only imagine 

hat the tour guide is saying. 








"Ladies and gentlemen, to our left 
you will see Daytona's famed bank- 
ing and on our right you will see 
Miguel DuHamel hitching a ride 
back to the pits after his alternator 
just alternated between working and 
not working. Anybody hungry?" 

After some fiddling, testing con- 
tinues and twitching fingers grasp 
digital watches hoping to quantify 
the ability of the ultra-secret black 
beast at which a group of tourists 
from Anywhere, USA has just had a 
pretty good gander. There is more to 
gawk at. Fritz Kling is riding an 
equally secret white beast, though 
with somewhat more success. He 
hasn't been towed back to the pits, 
though he did make a U-turn once 
in the International Horseshoe to 
return there. You ask: "Has anyone 
ever won the Daytona 200 by mak- 
ing a U-turn in the horseshoe?" 
Exactly! 

DuHamel's best flying lap is a 
1:57.5, a time that sends the pundits 
rushing for the reference books, 
which must be misplaced because all 
they can find is a cooler full of beer 
and some cameras. The books will 
be referenced later. Hmmm, a 57.5 
would put him, let's see, second 
fastest 250. Certainly if DuHamel 
had more time to sort out the sus- 
pension, gearing, and tires, his times 
would drop. Then again, so would 
Harley's profits. They're spending 
about $3500 per day for the track 
and by the time he's sorted every- 
thing out they'll have spent more 
money fixing this thing than NASA 
spent correcting the astigmatism of 
the Hubble telescope, which, by the 
way, has yet to complete a lap of 
Daytona. 

Lest you think that I am being 
unduly harsh about this project, let 
me attempt to dissuade you, the 
reading public. Harley has a proud 
history of building great race bikes 
and they win nearly every dirt track 
that Ricky Graham doesn't. Not only 
that, but they won every H-D 883 
TwinSports race as well as every H- 
D 883 Dirt Track event, not to men- 
tion the Harley-Davidson Continen- 








tal Cup Championship - every damn 
one. Looked it up myself. 

We know they're serious about 
winning the AMA Superbike Cham- 
pionship because if they weren't, 
why would this all-American com- 
pany, this company that's as Ameri- 
can as preservative-enhanced apple 
pie, liposuction, and drive-by shoot- 
ings, go out and hire a French-Cana- 
dian to ride it? Answer me that, ya 
hoser. The ink on the North Ameri- 
can Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) 
is barely dry and already it impacts 
superbikes. (NAFTA, not the ink.) 
And you thought Ross Perot was 
kidding when he said all the good 
jobs would go across the border? 
Wrong border, Roscoe. That giant 
sucking sound Perot spoke of? - 
that's DuHamel's accountants vacu- 
uming out the Harley till. 

There exists a rumor that the 
good folks in Milwaukee were sensi- 
tive to hiring a non-U.S. citizen, or, 
to be more politically correct, some- 
one who is "green card-challenged." 
The rumor has one of the sticking 
points in his contract being H-D's 
insistence that Miguel DuHamel 
change his name to Mike Hammer. 
Did anyone ask Stacy Keach about 
this? Remember, this is just a rumor 
that I'm trying to start. Send your 
cards and letters to each other. 

More likely, they wanted the best 
rider available because the last thing 
they'd want to do is pin the hopes 
and dreams of Milwaukee entirely 
on someone who wasn't up to the 
challenge of greater heights. 
DuHamel is an inspired choice. 
After all, what other former Grand 
Prix rider can claim to have put a 
half-million dollar YZR500 Yamaha 
in a tree? And not a little tree, but a 
Malaysian tree of many rings - a tall 
woody plant in which you could 
build a tree house that would shelter 
Delaware. 

Last year, aboard a very competi- 
tive Muzzy Kawasaki, DuHamel 
managed to stay out of the forest 
and seemed to gain confidence with 
every race. (I'm being serious now, 
in case you hadn't noticed.) His 















finest effort 

was the last of 
the year, a stirring heads-up win 
over AMA Superbike Champion 
Doug Polen on the dangerous bends 
at Sears Point. It had taken him 
nearly the entire season to get over 
his year of racing a Grand Prix bike 
for a team that's as organized as a 
food fight. If he brings that confi- 
dence and momentum to his new 
home, DuHamel will bring an 
excitement to racing heretofore 
unseen. If not, he'll have found 
someplace new to tree-park his bike. 

If I may get serious again for a 
minute, and just a minute, I will 
admit to hoping the best for the VR- 
1000 for a number of reasons. The 
first is the name. Harley-Davidson 
knows a thing or two about creating 
brand loyalty and their mystique is 
unmatched in American motoring. 
Having that attached to the highest 
level of American road racing has 
got to be a plus, regardless of its suc- 
cess. Secondly, it will force the rule- 
makers to treat Harley like it would 
any other V-twin, say Ducati - 
unless, of course, they exempt 
Harley from the weight rules and 
apply them only to V-twins or four- 
cylinder machines with names that 
end in a vowel. The multitude of 
whiners who claim the AMA is 
Harley-friendly will have a field day 
keeping all parties honest, assum- 
ing, of course, the whiners don't get 
a life before the season starts. 

And, finally, like the ill-fated NR 
Honda, the initialized VR will 
spawn a torrent of opprobrium. 
Very Repairable, Velvet Rattler, 
Vega Racer, Velocity Reluctant, 
Vibrating Rock. 

Let the games begin. су
